We have attempted to cover all important recent developments since the last 
major nicotine conference (Hamburg, 1990). Particular emphasis will be given 
to the structure and regulation of nicotinic receptors, mechanisms of 
desensitization to nicotine, the involvement of nicotine and nicotinic receptors in 
trophic effects, other actions of nicotine on neuronal and endocrine systems, the 
role of nicotine in tobacco smoking, and possible therapeutic uses for nicotinic 
compounds in neuropsychiatric diseases.

we actively encourage poster presentations; the posters will be on display 
throughout the whole meeting in a room immediately adjacent to the plenary 
sessions.
